Mr. Lafean states that his plan is 


to secure an appropriation after Con- 
gress convenes in December next and 
expects that work will start on the 
Gettysburg building in the spring of 
1911. 
The effort will be on account 


of building being for Gettysburg Bat- 
tlefield Park Commission to get prece- 
dence for it and start it in time to 
have building finished for the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. 


On Tuesday of last week the follow- 


ing concurrent resolution was adopt- 
ed by Congress: 


"Resolved. By the House of Repre- 


sentatives, the Senate concurring, that 
the president of the Senate and the 
speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives be. and are hereby, authorized 
and directed to appoint a committee 
to consist of three senators and three 
representatives to confer with the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the battle of Get- 
tysburg commission and 
report as 


soon as may be the recommendations 
of said committee as to the proper ac- 
tion to be taken by Congress to enable 
HIP United States to fittingly join in 
the celebration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the battle of Gettysburg; and 
the necessary expenses of said com- 
mittee shall be paid one-half out of the 
contingent fund of the Senate and one- 
half out of the contingent fund of the 
House."

Native Gets Good Position 


Kufus M. Weaver has resigned his 


position as Assistant in Physics at the 
Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. 
0., in order to accept an original ap- 
pointment as Assistant Examiner in 
the United States Patent Office, Wash- 
iugton, D. C. 


The position of assistant patent ex- 


aminer is one of the most attractive 
in the government departmental ser- 
vice. The civil service examination, 
by which eligibles are secured to fill 
vacancies, is the broadest and one of 
the most dillicult technical examin- 
ations in the classified civil service, 
and requires a thorough knowledge of 
the following subjects: Physics, Math- 
ematics, Chemistry, Technics, 
Me- 


chauical Drawing and French or Ger- 
man. To become eligible for appoint- 
ment a competitor must obtain a ra- 
ting of at least 40 in each subject, aud 
average percentage of at least 70 on 
the eutire examination. Only about 
20 per cent, of the competitors exam- 
ined becomes eligible for 
appoint- 


ment. 


Mr. Weaver graduated from 
the 


Gettysburg High School in the class 
of 1902. During the succeeding year 
be was employed as cashier, by the 
L. M. Alleman Hdwe. Co. la Sept. 
1!H»;; he entered the Freshman class of 
Gettysburg College, from which in- 
stitution he was graduated, June l.'Jth, 
1907, receiving the degree of A. B. as 
well as First Honor. 


From September 1907 to June 1908 


he pursued hi the same institution, 
post-graduate courses in Chemistry, 
Physics, aud Mathematics, thus satis- 
fying all the requirement:- for the de- 
gree of B. S., which was conferred at 
commencement of 1908. 


From April 1908 to Dec. 1909, Mr.

By all odds he was the lavorite not 


only of his company but also of the 
regiment. J didn't have much more 
than a speaking acquaintance at any 
time outside of our company.

cue hailed him familiarly as Big Tiua.

He was a genius at odd 
jobs, with the strength of a giant, and 
his services were to be had for the ask- 
ing.

When 
our regiment came out of tbat awful 
field of earnaee at t1 redencksburg with 
the loss of inauy men and a number 
of officers and non-coms, promotions 
were soon the orderof the day. Our 
captain sent the name of limotby 
Flyun to the Colonel as sergeant. He 
had well earned tne chevrons with 
which he was rewarded^ I was made 
a corporal. 


He was ae proud of his chevrons as 


a boy with a new plaything. 
When 


aloue in our tent be would often pat 
them lovingly, calling them his dar- 
lings. In due time be celebrated his 
promotion by getting drunk. I was 
fortunate enough to come upon him 
before he was deep in his cups and I 
never let him out of my siirht until I 
had him sober. The captain knowing 
my influence over him. had privately 
said to me that among other reasons 
why ne had recommended his pro- 
motion was the hope that the chev- 
rons.would be the means of keeping 
him sober. After this drunk I gave 
him a very serious curtain lecture, 
warning him what the result would 
be if he continued his sprees and beg- 
ging him to keep sober. 


He made me most abject promises, 


which had their effect for some little 
time. He wasn't the kind, however, 
tbat could be restrained or could re- 
strain nimself. The time came when 
he kicked over the traces, when I was 
least expecting it, and went off on a 
fearful spree.

He was 
the same wouderful soldier wheu a 
right was ou. aud, wheuever he could 
get it, a drinker of good, bad aud m- 
diflereut whiskey. 


The greatest change I uoted was iu 


tae feeling of the rauk aud rile toward 
him.

July -2nd opeued clear, cloudless 


aud hot. There was work for every 
oue to do. Preparatious went ou for 
the great battle we kuew would soon 
be fought. 
The meu were stirred as I 


had never seeu them before. 
We 


were on our OWL northern soil, aud 
were prepared to struggle to the death. 
Not a word wa« >aid that day about 
the desertion. 


About the middle of the afteruoou 


the barking of the artillery begau ou 
our front. 
Au hour later the battle 


was on. 
(ieueral Sickles had ad- 


vauced the Tuird Corps, and was 
holding his line in the shape of a 
semi-circle from Devi!'- Den. through 
the woods and Wheatlield up to the 
Peach Orchard, and augling there ex- 
tended 
nloiiir the Kmnut-hiirg road. 


The Confederate artillery had played 
with terrible effect upon 
that line. 


Wheu the f i r i n g ceased brigade after 
b r i g a d e of Longstreet'" 
Division 


pressed forward until the entire line 
of SicKles wa« engaged in a most des- 
perate fight. 


The battle raged at the Peach Or 


cnard. The line at Devil's Den was 
outflanked aud iu jeopardy. The cen- 
ter at the Wheatlield was furiously 
assailed aud weakened. The second 
division of the Third Corps along the 
JEmmitsburg road was given the or- 
der to throw back the left of the line 
and change front from west to south. 
The ord'er was carried out iu splendid 
style, and the line pressed forward in- 
to the right. The advance was soou 
checked. 


It was then, near five o'clock, re- 


inforcements were ordered

mander at that time, Colonel Patrick 
Kellv. 


It wa.- wheu the Irish 
brigade 


reached the edge of the Wheatfield. 
that was fast becoming the slaughter- 
ing peu of that awful right, that a hait 
wascalledaudour liue wa« formed We 
were halted within sight of theeueaiv: 
halted withiu range of his gum: halt- 
ed with roar of battle ou ail -ide* of 
us: halted while biting, stinging bul 
lets sang above our heads, ploughed 
the ground iu frout of u-. or flattened 
theuiseJve-* with a ping agaiu-t rocks: 
halted while the color guard in frout 
of us bore aloft our green banner aloug 
side the Stars aud Stripes 
halted 


while Father Corby. our loved Chap- 
lain Priest, mounted a rock and -n>oke 
to Us saying, 


"Boys. 1 am going to give a n - u l u - 


tion to a;! of you who truly repent 
you of your sin*. In the hour of bat- 
tle remember your great Captain, 
Christ, and do your duty. Remem- 
ber tiie trust tne uatiou ha- placed ! 
iu you ami 
he faithful, eveu u n t o ' 


death. 
Fight as the vaiiaut aud 


brave meu aud soldiers ye are, aud if 
it is the will of God be prepared to; 
die for the cause for 
which 
v o u ' 


fight."

Stretchiug his right arm. tat meu ; 


fell eu their kriees in as perfect aligu-' 
meut as though upou dress parade 
Big Tim aud I, uot ten paces from the 
rocK upou which the priest stood, 
heard him with his great voice soi- 
emuy prououuce, 


"May Our Lord Jesus Christ ab- 


solve you, and I by his authority ab- 
solve you from every tie, excommuui- 
catiou aud interdiction, iu so much as 
I am able and you are m ueed of: 
therefore I absolve you from your sius 
iu the uarne of the Father aud of the 
Sou aud of the Holy Ghost. Amen." 


The ameu of the priest was drowned 


iu the order of Colouel Kelly as he 
thundered "Forward." We spraug to 
our feet, aud with yells as we weut, 
charged over the Wheatfield, driviug 
the enemy before us, driviug them I 
from behind rocks, which sheltered ! 
them, driviug them back through the 
wheat, with tufts of it here aud there 
uot yet crushed to earth, driviug them 
back though dead and wounded meu | 
fell out of the ranks at every step, 
driviug them back into the woods be- 
yond, driving them as the Irish Bri- 
gade had done in every right, driviug 
them until our line crushed iuto their 
line, and they were ordered to throw 
dowu their arms aud go to the rear as 
pnsouers. 


Iu a short time Colouel Kelly dis- 


covered that all support was gone ou 
either flank. To save the brigade we 
wrere compelled to fall back across the 
Wheatrield. We were caught in this 
movemeut by a furious tire from the 
| enemy. We fell back. Snug, and 


I fiercely fighting every inch of 
the 


way. 


It was wheu the tight was closest 


that Big Tim stubbornly stood iu the 


1 front rauk 
fighting 
like a demou, 


crushing everything in frout of him. 
It was then I saw him reel. He was 
hit iu the leg. I was besides him. 
He steadied himself for a momeuf, 
then stumbling over the body of a 
fallen comrade, he fell. 


A wounded soldier sometimes cries, 


sometimes grits his teeth together to

j Later the liue at the Peach Orchard 
| was forced back under a furious as- 
| sault aud passed over the Wheatfield. 
Night-fall found the day saved aud 
our army still in possession of the 
Rouud Tops. 


That uight 1 was placed ou picket 


duty. 
It was a bright moonlight 


uight. Just as the relief came on duty 
I saw a great form crawling over the 
ground towards our Hue. 
I called 


'•Halt." 


•• Thank God, it's you. Little Tim.' 


came the au.-wer. 


There was uo mistaking the owuer 


ol that voice. It was Big Tim, whose 
wonderful -treugth had enabled him 
wheu he recovered consciousness, am) 
under the cover of night, to crawl with 
a shattered leg and an awful wound 
in his body to our lines. 


I went forward to help him. 
He 


had reached our Hues, but he had 
overtaxed his strength. He swooned 
in my arms. 
As I sat holding hi.-, 


head. I felt his pulse: it beat wildly. 
He was flushed with fever born of his 
wounds aud the heat. I poured liquor 
into his mouth. Even in the con- 
dition he was it was uot refused. He 
swallowed it. After a while he stirred. 
I thought he struggled to speak. 
I 


put my head close to his. 
In brokeu 


whispers of a rising delirium came 
the words, 


"Oh I'm a big Irish Devil—a drunk- 


ard—a reprobate—a disgrace

running into the outskirts of Athens 
an«i dropped off at a golf club. Thia 
was a very pleasant place, and, espy- 
ing a pond of bright water 
which 


some of the players 
were shooting 


over, he walked over there and sat 
down by the sand box with his trusty 
lantern beside him. 


Here he rested him for an hour, say- 


ing nothing and scarcely stirring. 
Groups of players, the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch says, came up to the pond, 
shot in and over and all around i:, 
and passed on to the green, all gloat- 
ing or shearing, according to their 
luck. These were old men and young, 
great men and small, some giants in 
the life of Athens, and others no more 
than occasionally carried a spear into 
the Peloponnesus.

Gapes in Chicks 


A prominent Clarion county farmer 


wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, State 
Zoologist. Pennsylvania, saving: "My 
ueighoors chicks are all Oyiug with 
gapes, and I have 1GG which I would 
like to save. Can you teil me what 
to do for them, and aNo advise a rein- 
edv for lice on httle chicks'?"' 


Tue lepiy of Prof. Surface was as 


follows: 


"Relying to your inquiry concern- 


ing gapes in clucks, I cau say that 
toss disease •- due TO little worms in 
the wind-pipe, wlrch come^ trouu the 
chick« eating eartn-woruis. 
if they 


are ue\er allowed ou the 
ground 


where there are earth worius. they 
will uot tret the gape1-. For example, 
if you cau keeji them on the barn 
floor, or on -oil we11 covered with 
lime or ashes, ihey will be 'ree from 
this di-ease; but of course they do 
much oetter 1} allowed to run out, 
especially during uii-e weather. 


"Witnii! the eanh worm the little 


gape worm it encysted, just as the 
parasitic worm causing the human 
disease known as Trichinosis is en- 
cysted io the flesh of pork and devel- 
ops when eaten oy a person. In the 
same way does this little gape worm 
remain in the earth worm until eaten 
by the fowJ or chick when it develops 
into the gape wortu. causing the dis- 
ease which indicates its presence. 


•'A successful physican has recom- 


mended to me io destroy the pest by 
putting the chicks into a bos and 
dropping a few drops of carbolic acid 
ou hot orieKs closing the box and 
letting the chicks breathe the fnmes 
for a few minutes. Repeat the treat- 
ment once or twice. There is of course 
danger of overdoing thin by making 
the fumes too strong, if one is not 
careful. 


One Dimple remedy which I have 


seen successfully used this spring is 
common j\eros»eue or jauap oil applied 
by dipping the tip of a feather into it. 
and inserting it into the windpipe of 
ehicK. The side of the leather should 
be stripped of its side barbs aud only 
the tip rema;n to act as a soft feather 
brush. By opening the mouth of the 
chick aud pu'liug the tongue ahgntjy, 
the opening in the windpipe is to be 
seen, and the feather can be inserted. 
This Hppareutly does uot canst much 
pain, and the 
operatiou is 
soon 


finished. 
It appears that one touch 


of the oil against the gape worm is 
enough to K i l l it. e\eu though U is 
not removed witn the feather at the 
time of treatment. J saw a large uum- 
of chicks so treated this spring and 
and everyone recovered after 
treat- 


ment. This appears to me to be more 
certa'u and eveu more humane than 
to attempt !•! reiirjr.e with a horse 
ha;r loop, which is commonly used 
inserted in the windpipe. 


1 For lice OL. little cha-xs 1 recom- 


mend a drop of grease on the head 
aud under the wing. Fresh lard with- 
out salt is the best. Do uot use much, 
only a slight drop or touch is enough, 
aud put a httle under the wiugs of 
the mother hen. '
